But a well-served 
meal, and a few glasses of hot spiced wine, 
revived the drooping spirits of the weary 
travellers. The Earl’s guide shortly took 
his leave ; aud the English nobleman re- 
mained in the public room, chatting fami- 
liarly with its occupanta He spoke the 
language of the country with a fluency 
that waa considered fair in those days, and 
he seemed tolerably well pleased with the 
company.

The remains of se- 
veral bodies were found in a vault beneath 
the basement of the inn, and gave unmis- 
takable proof that several murders had 
been committed. 

It appeared that unsuspecting travellers, 
while in a deep sleep, had, by an infamous 
mechanical contrivance, been lowered into 
the room beneath, and while in an uncon- 
scious state, had been there and then ruth- 
lessly murdered ; and the as-sassins, having 
possessed themselves of the property of 
their victim, disposed of the body by plac- 
ing it in a pit which had been previously 
dug for its reception in the vault beneath. 

The house was for a long time in charge 
of the municipal authorities ; and a large 
reward was offered to any pei-son or per- 
sons who would give snoh information as 
would lead to the capture of the landlord 
or his accomplices in crime. For a long 
time, however, the guilty parties contrived 
to elude justice. It had b^n the intention 
of Earl Crawford to proceed on his journey 
.after one night’s halt at the house by the 
three cross-roads ; but the circumstances 
attending his visit to that abotle of crime 
necessarily caused him to stay at Gessen- 
heim for many days. The burgomaster, 
upon hearing his name and quality, in- 
sisted upon his lordship becoming his guest 
while he remained in the neighbourhood. 
As a natural consequence, Bruno became 
tbe lion of tbe day. People flocked from 
all parts to catch sight of the SJigacious 
animal whose wondrous instincts had been 
the occasion of a discovery at which the 
village folk grew pale with fright. It was 
incontestably proved, beyond a shadow of 
a doubt, that the infamous practice of en- 
trapping and murdering unsuspecting tra- 
vellers must have been carried on for niony 
years. Some of the human remains found 
in the vault beneath the bedroom tempo- 
rarily occupied by the Earl, were literally 
skeletons. These were never recognised or 
claimed, and were deposited in the village 
churchyard. Two bodies, however, were 
identified — one of them was that of a 
Spaniard, and the other a Hungarian. 

Two days after the flight of the landlord 
and his accomplices, some peasant found 
near Gessenheim, in a shed which was used 
to store away grain, the body of a man, 
beneath some straw very much stained 
with blood, which had evidently proceeded 
from a wound in the chest. It was iden- 
tified as the remains of Hantz Mayer, Earl 
Crawford’s travelling companion, who, after 
Iiaving been mortally wounded by one of 
the shots through the door, had crept into 
the shed and died, it is supposed from loss 
of blood, as no vital organ had been in- 
jured. The landlord waa never brought to 
the bar of justice ; but he was kept in such 
a constant state of fright from the know- 
ledge that the officers of justice were on 
his track, that he committed suicide in an 
hotel at Franfcfort-on-tho-Mame, Two of 
his accomplices were, however, captured, 
put upon their trial, and suffered the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. The house by 
tha cross-roads was in such bad odour that 
no one hud the temerity to bocome its oc- 
cupant ; and for years it was tenantless, 
aud sunk into decay. Ultimately, the son 
of its proprietor caused it to be demolished. 
The land was ploughed up and cultivated, 
and it would be difficult at this day to 
point out the exact spot upon which it 
stood. Reubens executed a fine portrait 
of the dog Bruno, which Earl Crawford 
brought with him on his return to his na- 
tive country.

^wiifdary. Ere long, Cromwell will occupy the 
most prominent p^oceamong tho gold -flctils towns, 
in spite of all onr lethargy ; and it is our duty to 
look ahead on<l try and keep pace with the times.

The Court was occupied for several hours in 
investigating a charge of 

ORTAIKXKO GOODS BV FALSE PRETBNOES. 
Joseph Gibb, carpenter, of Logantown, Beu* 




son and Harriaon, storekeepers, Bendigo, 

Mounted-Constable Smith conducted tho pVo- 
secution. The prisoner was undefended. 

In answer to tho Bonuli, the acouaed pleaded 
•• Not Guilty." 

Tlie following evidence was taken 

JosiahMitchinson, storekeeper, BendigoGnlly, 
deposed : I am one of tho firm of Mitchlnaon aiul 
Harrison, carrying on businoseat Boudigo Gully. 
1 know tho accused, Joseph Gibb. I first be- 
came acquainted with him somotiine in Decem- 
ber,. 1869. I supplied him with giocerios And 
building materials for a cottage, up to tho 2.1th 
March last. On that date, he owed me £25 Oa 
GtL He did work to me to the value of £16 10a, 
leaving a balance -against him of £3 19a Gd> I 
refuseil to supply him, after this time, w Itli any 
more goods on cre^lit. On the night of the 16th 
July last, about 11 o’clock, I w;ta in Goodall’s 
Hotel, which ia close to our store. Tho accused 
came in, and .said to mo, ** I wish to see you un 
business." I told him it was rather late, and 
declined. He ka]»t pressing mo, an<l at l.asb I 
consented, an<l wont with hini to our st<»rn. He 
Said, ** I want snmo goo'la ; ’ tolling me that hu 
had been workiu!^ for .Mldrcad and |»arfcy for a 
month, bub th.at he could not get bis money, as 
they, incaning the shareholders, had not sold 
their gold, and he would give me an order upon 
Alldread. Ho told mo that AUdroad and party 
owed him one month’s waqos, less one <tay, alto- 
gether Ainnimting tn £15 Gs 8d. Upon this 
statement. I allowc<l him to havo goods to the 
amount of £14 Is. At tlie re quest of a-jcuac I, I 
wrote out ftu onler U])ori W. .Vll.lread, “to pay 
Mitchinsou and Harris m tho sum of £15 Gs 8d 
on niy .account and this order he st^acd iu iiiy 
presence — “ Jcis-^pli Gibb." The <locumeut pr >- 
ducod, marked .\ by the Court, ia the one that 
I tilled in at the request of the accused, and 
which ho gavo to me. If it had not bean for the 
statement of the ocouso ^ thit .tMrea lowed him 
£15 Gs 8d for wages, I would not have given him 
those goa<ls. I knew that tlio aicuse 1 had been 
in tho employment of Aldread. but could not .say 
for what period. On the following day, Sunday, 
the I7th July, I went to .Aldread, an I oske.l hi.n 
if tho onlcr was correct ; and ho said. No, that 
he had setvleil with tho Accused. 1 iniinei.ii.atcly 
went to the accused, and told him that .Mdre.ad 
refilled to cash tho onlcr The accused then 
said words to tho e^eeb that they owed him the 
money, and ho would siimiuon them for it. I 
asked him to come with me to Alldread, and ho 
did so ; but A8 W 0 were passnig MatUcsou’a hut 
— Matheson is the manager in tho party — that 
gentleman came out, and accused addressed him. 
Tho orilcr was shown to Mr M.atbcson, and Gibb 
s.aM it was the only onlcr he acknowledged. 
Me Mathcion said it would be paiil. then 

went t<> Aldrcad’s hut. Aldread vv.as there The 
accused said to him, “ I have got my order 
cosheiL" Ho ronlicd, ** I have paid you, and 
won’t be respon.aible for a shilling.” I had pro- 
vioii.sly shown AMreo'l the orler. Tlie accuacil 
said that he would not acknowledge the orders 
he h.ad previously given. When I got tlic ornler 
from Gibb, he gave mo a receipt to ^ive to All- 
dre.ad. The contents of that receipt were, “ lift- 
ceived payment to tho amount of £15 6s 8d," and 
was signed “ J. Gibb.” 

Cross-examine I by accused : 1 am not aware 
that, when you gave mo the order, you asked 
me for cash. I did not aay that times were too 
had. and that I woulil only givo you goods for 
tho order. I did nob say that I would let you 
have the goods 0 !i credit until the company had 
a washing-up : I gave you the goods on the 
stren^vh of the order yen gave me. ^Vhen on 
our roa<l to Aldread’s, you proposed to go and 
see Matheson. Yon did go to M.athesmi'a door, 
and knock, while I stood at a distance. You 
offered to Sfr MaUiescwi, in my presence, to sec 
mo p.aid. — Prisoner : ' ‘ Did I not offer to work 
iu the claim for one month as a security to you, 
to allow me time to summon Alldreail ?” Wit- 
ness : “ I do nob ramember anything af the sort. 
You told me you would work for a month, but 
of course I did not know whether they had work 
for you or not." Yon Bold mo a house for £25 ; 
and I have the receipt for the money at home, 
but not with me. 

WtUiam Alldread, miner, rosulingat Bendigo 
Gully, be'nq sworn, said : T know the accuse 1. 
He worked for me in my claim for a month, 
with the exception of one day, previous to the 
16th of July la^t. The accused aske l mo on 
that day, the 16th, to settle his account. I 
promised to go to bis house, and I went that 
night. It w.as about 7 o’clock when I got there. 
I told the accused I had received an onler from 
Hamilton, dr.awn out by him, for the amount of 
£6 10 b. The acensod said that the order hy 
mistake waa draw .i for ten shillings too much. 
Tho accused said not to pay more than £6 on 
the owler. I told him that f had rcccivetl the 
message. I told him, as I owed him more than 
the amount of the order, I had paid it, and that 
he And Hamilton mnst rectify the mistake them- 
selves. It was eventually arranged that the 
onler for £6 10s should stand. We then agriid 
upon the balance due to him, amounting to £S 
IGs 8(1, I told the accused I could not give him 
cosh, but that if ho would accept an order upon 
Smith and O’Donnell, X would give him one. 
Ho said ^XVery well,” and accepted the terms. 
I wrote out an order. The one marked G by 
the Court is the one. I then asked tho accused 
for .1 receipt in full for his wages, and he gave 
me one for £15 Gs Sd. The receipt marked B is 
tho one he g.avo me, and that receipt was to the 
effect that I hail jiaicl him in full for tho wbolo 
amount of his wages. The accused and I went 
to Smith and O'Donnell’s about 8 o'clock p.m., 
and while in the store, .accused asked me to let 
him look at tha receipt he had given mo. I took 
the receipt out, and the accused snatched it out 
of my hand. O’Donnell and the accused were 
wrangling alxmt some previous debts, and T did 
not succe^ in getting the receipt back. After 
I gavo the accused the order marked C bo liad 
no authority for drawing any order upon roe, as 
I should not cash it. The order marked D by 
tho Court, and for the amount of £6 lOs, is dated 
4th July, signed by Joseph Gibbs, tho accused. 
I paid that order on tho 5th July Lost. 

By the accused : Did you reccivo a tneasa'^e 

from me, before you saw the order, not to cash 
it ?" Witness : “ No ; but I w.as to pay only 
£6.” I’risoncr ; “Did you not aay that you 
would my tlio man that was working in the 
claim ?’^ Witness : “ I said that I would rather 
pay you in cash.” 

Charles O’Donnell, storekeeper, Boadiuo Gully, 
deposed : I am one of tho firm of Smith and 
O’Donnell. I know the Accused. On Satunl.ay 
night, the IGbh July, between 8 and 9 o’clock, 
ho came into our sboro. I am certain it was not 
past 9, Ife asked ff)r 6 lbs. of atigar. I got a 
ba^ to put it in for him, .and he presented au 



IS tlio one. 1 aatiafiet£^|kb order, and bold the | 
accused that, as ho was iiidobtod to us for £9 
8s. C<1 , I would civo him credit f(»r the amount. ' 
Tlu) aocjusod said to roe that it roust bo half 
cash, but I did not agree to any such thing. 

U V the Bonch. — I kept possession of tho order. 

I hold Alldroad liable for the amount. 

Thomas M. Smith, police-constablo, stationod 
at Cromwell, deposed : On the 20bh of July last 
I went to tho house of the accuaoiL Accused 
was either in tho back room or outside tho back 
door. As X entered, ho ran away. This was 
about half-post 7 in the evening. I again wont 
to his house about 2 o’clock on the following 
morning. I arrested him in his house. I cau- 
tioned him in the usual manner. The accused 
gave up to me a number of articles of wearing 
apparel, such os shirts, &c., which ho toM mo 
ho had got from Mr Mitchinson ; as also tho 
suit of cfothoa he had on. He told mo that his 
wife’s parents lived near Dunedin, and that ho 
didn’t care if he got a month or two for it. Ho 
did not deny that ho had got those goods. 

Cross-examined by PrUonor— The first time 
I went to your house, I went with Mr Mitchiii- 
son. I did not go into tho parlour. 

This was the cose for the prosecution. 

In answer to the Bench, tne prisoner said he 
would reserve his defence. 

His Worship committed the prisoner to take 
I his trial at the cuauiii^ Orlininal Sessions of the 
Supreme Court, to belioldon at Dunedin on tho 
i 5th September. 

The prisoner requested th.it h»s family might 
bo looked after • and bis Wora’. proniisc'l to 
see that thoir neccaaities wore relieved without 
delay.

The plaintiff sued for payiueut of extra 
woi’k pcrionno'l in tho erection of .a fonco which 
ho had .agreed b> put up for defendant at the 
rate of £3 10 a per mile. — Frederick C, Haxc, 
the plnintifi, 8.ald that according to his uica^surc- 
nicat he hvl cornplcbcd Oj miles of fcucuig, and 
had lost much tima through havdng to carry the 
material a. long distance down the hid towards 
tho Nevis Gorge, as also in comequeiico of hav- 
ing to send to the Kawarau Station for a supply 
of Lacing-wire. The contract was completed on 
the Mwli of June, but W;ia not insjKJct^l by Mr 
Oowan until the 16th of July. [By permission 
of tho Bench, the plaintiflT rc<ad a statement of 
the groumls upon which he based bis claim, .and 
of tho dlsadvaiitagci with waicli he had liad to 
contend in perfonning the coiitMck]— Henry 
Burns, who was a partner of last witness in the 
fencing contract, was examined ; but his evi- 
dence w.as given in a manner so stoliil and surly 
that his Worship or-Ierod him to be looked up 
until the rising of the Court, when he would be 
further dealt witlu — Mr Briiiigh, who appeared 
on behalf of Mr Cowan, c-mfcendcd tliat the cou- 
tractoi's had not adhered to the lino pegged out . 
for their guidance in putting up the fence, and 
ths result was tliat extra labour was iiivilvcd in 
the p >rlagc of material. — lames Cowati, manager 
of Kawarau Station, de|>osc-l that ho had In- 
spected the fence, w.th tlic exception of about a 
mile on bho Nevis side of the Carrick Ran(»c. 
Poi’tiona nf the work wore pa-^isablc, but other 
onrtious he would not take off .any oiiu’s hand.— 
Unbart Stuart, minagor of IFawhdun Station, 

.•I lid ho had seen tho feuco, .and it certainly de- 
vlatod frjin the line iiiarkoloufc, aiul which he 
liiuncU had bud off. T!ic contractors had le- 
vialod more than wa^ nccos.i:uy. A great por- 
tion of the fouce he would r.ot take off.a?iy out’s 
liaiid : it wa? not ,a sheep-proof fence at all. It 
would cost, ho thought, from £7 to £10 to put 
fc'io fence in proper order! Li answ'er to plain- 
tiff, he svid contractors wci^ lirble for damage !

Brouoh said he thought it w.as sufiioiently proved 
by the evidence that tho contract h{w\ not been 
properly performed ; .and he nnuld ask his Wor- 
ship, before giving jiid-Tmcnt for the plaintiff, to 
make him put the fence in an 0 ‘Ticicufc condition. 
— His Worahip remarked that both parties were 
in fault, and, cnnaiilcriug the loose way in which j 
the specification was dran.i iip, it was not sur - 1 
prising that a dispute should have arisen. On ' 
tho one band, it waa satisfactorily proved that ' 
the fence was not properly put up ; and on the ' 
ocher, the defendant hod failed to examine the 
fence without delay after its completion.

Mr Crongh for plaintiff.— E. M‘Loughlin, baker, 
deposed that ho hired a horse to defendant on 
the Sth July, ami it was not rotiirncit until the 
loth. DefcmLint had on a previnus occasion 
paid him 15s, for «a day’s horae-hirc,— Henry 
Nowmarsh, baker, ami a partner with plaintiff, , 
stated that defoiidant had .asked him to make a 
reduction in the charge, bnt ho had ilcdiucd. — 
Frank Foote, livery stable-keeper, (who was 
called by the defendant), said that he usually 
charged the Chinese £2 lOs. for .a week’s horsc- 
hirc, but the charge dcjicuded a good deal upon 
the work. In the case of a man liiring a horse 
for two or three d.ays, he would perhaps charge 
only lOs. a day ; certainly he w,)uld not charge 
any one 15s, -a day if ho hired a horse for two or 
three days — it wouldn’t bo fair. — llis Worship 
gave judgment for 15s. for the first day, and IDs.

Offered liiin soma 
brandy, 'bat he wouldn’t drink it. Gavo liim 
mustard and wator to ease the pain. Hail scon 
a groat many men drug^tl at various times, but 
bad never seoii any one m tho same state as lion ' 
was on that night.— Mrs Box (to Bcii) ; Was it ! 
my drink that in.ido you bad, Mr Ben?— Ben: 

I couldn't say, ma’am. —His VVorahip 8.aid it was 
not necessary to prolong tho in(|uiry : tho evi- 
dence W .18 iiisufliciont to bring the charge homo 
to tho defendant. — Conatablo Smith stated that 
ho h.xd brought the c.asG forward in order to 
deter publicans from dvnggtag their drink.

OCCASIONAL NOTES FilOiM THE . 
METilOTOLIS.— (No. V.) 

— 0 — 

With the e.xception of the election of a member 
of the City Council, for South Ward, in the room 
of Councillor Fish (now his Worship tho Mayor), 
t’lc City elections are over. The Council, ns ro- 
conslmctcil, is, 1 think, a body which will on tlic 
whole command the confidence and respect of 
tho ratepayers. Tho Mayor is a very intelligent 
and promising young man ; and tho Croncillora 
are gentlemen of standing, intelligence, and 
ability — with perhaps one rather unhappy ex- 
ception. ** There izzn’t noa use ’issin* and 
groanin’, for I wiU speak !" So said Mr John 
Barnes, in liis loudest tone of voice, and with his 
most ferocious aspect, on being greeted with a 
perfect storm of hisses and groans, when he made 
h'ls appearance to return thanks after his election 
as momber for Leith Ward. And certainly it 
ujrtj no uso hissing and groaning, for Mr Barnes 
seemed determined to have his say, notw'ith- 
stamling the hootifig of tho crowd of electors 
assembled, and have it lie did, in his choice.st 
language. What on earth the ICC electors gf 
Leith Ward who placed Mr Banies at tho head 
of the poll could have been think'ng of, goodness 
knows. He has beau haipiug on the clap-1 r.vp 
cry of bebig a “practical man," and looking 
after the interests of tlie “ working in.'in,” and 
BO on ; and this no doubt had the desired effect 
w 1th a considerable nnotber who imag'ne that the 
Ci>rpo:*atiun funds have not been spent to tbo 
best advautago hithcrliw. Bnt, oven granting 
t’l.it Mr Barnes ia a practical ni.an, surely that 
fact alone is nob sufficient to qnaVfy him for the 
position to which ho. has been elected. Members 
of City Counci Is in most large pLoces aro expected 
to be men of some little education and position 
ill society, and who can lay claim to bc»ug civil- 
ised beings, capable of addressing their fellow- 
men with civility when spoken to, of arguing 
rn.attera connected with the welfare of the citizens 
in an intelligent inaii'ier while in their places in 
tho Council. I hardly think that tha chosen of 
the elcctora of Lcitli Ward ciu lay claim to any 
of those qualities. The leading journal of the 
city characterises the return of Mr Bamea as a 
“practical joke perpetrated by the electors of 
Loith Ward j’’ and the majority of the citizens 
express tbeir dissatisfaction at the result of tho 
election iu no measured terms. Mr John Hyde 
Halris — who formerly held the high position of 
Siipcrintondcnt of tho prov'nce, and was also 
snbsequcutly elected Mayor — gno of Mr Karnes’s 
opponents, bore his defeat arith considerable 
8an<j froid, as X should think it must have been 
excessively g.aUing to sustain defeat at the hands 
of on antagouist with such small pretensions to 
ediicatiun, business acquirements, or legislative 
ability. XIowover, tho roisuhief is done, and let 
ns hope that Air Bames avlll do his best for the 
interests of the city in return for tho honor con- 
ferred upon him- a result which I imaglno will 
be beat achieved by him, ns a rule, remaining a 
l)ossive spectator and listener to the Council de- 
bates. The result of tho Bell Ward election has 
given rise to a slight squabble. Mr Bcnjaiiim 
Bagley was devLiired elected by a majority of one. 
over his o])piniDiit, Mr Wiliam Woodland; but 
tho latter claims two or three votes whitjh were 
rojectoil hy the retiirn’ng officer as informal, and 
consequently .assorta that Mr Bagley was not 
legally clccocd. Mr Woodland attended tbc first 
inceti'ig of tho new Council yesterday, and as- 
serted his right to take hU scab os inember for 
Bell Ward on the above gmniid ; but tho Mayor 
informed Mr WoodLaud tluit Mr Bagley lia<l been 
declared elected by the returning officer, had 
signed tho usual declaration and taken liis se.at, 
and that if ho (fcho applicant) wished to proceed 
any further in the matter, lie would have to Lake 
it to the Supreme Court. Mr E. B. C.argill will 
most likely come forward for the vacant scat i*i 
South Wanl. 

Tho ncw'9 of the robbery of the gold Escort 
and bank notes at Clydo, which was telegraphed 
to the Government early on Monday, croated 
intense excitement, and was tho all-abaorbing 
topic of conversation during the day. Even tbc 
unexpected election of Air John Barnos was for- 
gotten in diaciiBsing tho startling Jiews which 
had flashed along tho telegraph wires, and vari- 
ous were the coii jeotures ns to who the amlncioiis 
Scoiindrols could be. Whoever they arc, let na 
hope that they will be speedily captured, and 
receive tho punishment which they riuhly merit. 
The ^xdicc aro keeping a sharp look-out, .and will 
no doubt U30 their utmost endeavors to effect the i 
ai rest of the liepredatora. A reward of t'506, and 
a free pardon to any accomplice who will ** eplit,” 
has been offerml by the Government for the ro- 
covery of the stolon treasure, ]>ut I am afraid 
that this will riot tompt thosn who have tho gold 
in their pov'sp-.-^ion to part with it.

Farming operations oitt-doors Imvo been 
slightly rotarded by the frost.

Nearly every waggon wliich «rrive.s liere 
brings some ponderous bundles of fruit 
trees. The number of trees plantcil last 
year iu fch<*> townslii]> and ncigliborliood wnn 
something enormous, and, to judge by tlie 
prejxirations making, tlie coming swison 
bids fair to eclip.se the last. U is not 
planting a few trees merely for pleasure, 
but planting tboin in hundriKls for profit. 
With our magniHcenb climate — second to 
none us regards the perfect culture of tho 
old coimtiy fruits— and tliu .sheltered jio- 
sition of the towmhip gardciw, so suitable 
for the, ;jiMpc and peach, this place may in- 
diapnlibiy be termed the “Orchard of the 
Wakrttip Dishricl-.” 

Our ojiport'ihJties for amusing onrsclvc.s 
lately e.xetnplify the old proverb : “ It 
never reiim but it pours." The BoU ringors 
havo delighted two large audiences in the 
Public Ltbi'iuy Hall. Then we had Dr 
Carr ; ami last GatnrJay evening, tlio Li- 
brary Committee gave imeiitertainineut in 
aid of the fiiuds, which were augmeuted 
very couaiderably, The whole affair was 
wound up witli a dance. Tliis excellent 
institution is in a presperous condition — a 
fine building, a good collection of books, 
and cut of debt. The Committee have di- 
rected tlioir attention towards adding two 
or three bundled volumes to the present 
stock, including many of the latest works 
publishetl at home. The Rev. Mi* Coffijy 
has kindly offered to lecture in this behalf, 
and tho lecture h announced for the next 
moonlight Saturday night.
